H E N the bill came under difcuiioot 
various o b j e lout were urged againit 
it by the fame gentleman

oc.Ilion that Gen. V arnum declared the mea- 
lure to be confoiiant to the m e e t wishes o f 
the executive : ) that it was a prollraiion of 
the national honour at th? feet of our ad* 
vcrfary ; that a conccflion fo humiliating; 
would partly Ie our effort* againfl Great-Bri- 
tain, in cate the negotiation then and now 
prtiding between that government and our^ 
ihculd prove abortive ; that a partial appro­ 
priation towards the purchafe of Florida* 
without limiting the prelident to fame fpeci* 
lie amount, would give a previous fzn&ion 
to any rxpcnce which ha might incur for 
that object, and which congreet would ftaml 
pledged to make good ; that if the executive, 
aClmg entirely upnfi its own refpon(ibilityA 
and exe 1 citing its acknowledged conflitution- 
al powers, Ihould negotiate for the purchafe 
of Florida, the Houfe of Repretentative* 
would, in that cafe, be left free to ratify or 
annul the contract ; but that the courfe 
which waa propofed to he purfurd, (and 
which eventually was purfued) would reduce 
the difcretiou of the Legiflithre to a mer® 
Uiadow ; that, at its enfuing feflion, congrefia 
would find itfelf, in relation to this fubjf£tt 
a deliberative body but in name ; that ic 
could not, without a mauifefl direhdion of 
its own principles, and perhaps without a vi­ 
olation ot public faith, refute to lanCtion an f 
treaty entered into by the executive under

by France,” and conveyed by the treaty of 
Paris of the 20th of April, 1803, to the U- 
Dited States.

(embracing both banks of the Mobile, and 
out of wliich all our difffrencrs with Spain 
on the fuhjc¿l of bouiid jry on this fule of 
the MifiiAppi had grown) the executive had 
ad Vünced what they deemed an undoubted 
i h i m .

ing, conjedlures have been ventured that the 
Ruilian negociator, D ’Oubril, had rxceeded 
his inftru£llons, and h^d inconfiderately af- 
fixed his name to an inQrument prepared by 
7'alleyrand previous to his arrival at Paris— 
Thofe who entertain thefe conjeélures flatter 
themfelves Alexander will 
not ratify the 
treaty. 
W h e th e r the BritiiH Government 
were acquainted with the RjiTian Négocia- 
tion : o f its being fo near maturity ; and 
whether its conclufion will hallen or retard 
a peace between France and England, are 
fubjefts on which there are divcrfc furniifts. 


T h e Britiih Cabinet had appointed Lord 
Lauderdale to purfue the pacific négocia­ 
tions w ith the Court of St. Cloud.

The following narrative, from the Philadel­ 
phia True American of the 15th inft. con­ 
tains one of the moft heart-rending ac­ 
counts of human niifery that we recoiled 
ever to have feen or heaid« 


From the Philadelphia True American^ o f 
September 15. 


Tuefday laft arrived here in the Mercury, 
Cap:. Dolby, from Jaroaica, Capt. Kofs, late 
of the fchooner V»¿ilant, of this port, who 
relates, that he failed from Cape-Francois 
the 281h of June, with a cargo of Coff*c«, for 
this port : on the ni^ht of tne 29th he ran 
ailiore on a Sand Key : in the morning Mr. 
Nixon, Capt. Bradihaw, with one or two ot 
the crew, took the boat to go and look for 
aiTiftauce, but never returned to ths fchooner. 
Capt. Rofä, Ifaac C. Rogers and the Negro, 
couk, being left on board the wreck, remain­ 
ed in expedía tion of the return of the boat 
till Tuefday the ift of July, when thay found 
the fchooner going to pieces i they got to* 
gether three fpars, with which they made a 
raft, and put thereon fome watkr and provi­ 
fions, ar.d left the wreck in hopes of finding 
Ibme harbour or place of f^fety : they hiU 
aot been an hour from the wreck before their 
raft upfct, which threw them into the lea 
and deprived them of their little ftock of pro­ 
vifions and every thing but what was on 
their backs : however, they all three once 
more got on the raft— on VVednefday night 
the 2d of July the negro cook leapt from the . 
raft and was loft— about 2 o’clock on Thurf- 
day the gd, Mr. Ifaac C. Rodgers appeared 
fomewhat deranged, 
and about day break 
next morning leapt into the fca, Capt. Rofs 
fpr&ng after and replaced him on the raft : 
but rciiicfs and uneafy, in a few minutes he 
once more threw himfelf into the water and 
was feen no more—>thus was Capt. Rofs left 
in the wide ocean, 00 three fpars, without 
viAuals or drink, or a friend or companion 
to confole or comfort his droopir.g fpirits. 


It fo happened that he had not long to re^ 
flea on his falitary fituation, for about ten 
o’clock A. M . to his great joy, he dii'cover- 
ed land, and drifting near u , about 6 o’clock 
in the evening, feanng he fliould pais it 111 
the night, ftnpped himfelf, left his raft, and 
fwam for the l.ind, where being landed he 
fat out to fearch for a drop of freiU water to 
moillen his tongue and to allay his fever : in 
vain did he wander from place to place till 
ten at night, when wearied and fatigued he 
laid on the fand in hopes of fleep, here again 
he was 
difappointed by the íhoals of lizards 
and other vermin that tormented him.
